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THE STEAM 


LOCOMOTIVE. 


GEORGE STEPHENSON’S ACHIEVEMENT. 


(By “J. S. S.”"n 


HE 6th October may be reckoned as 
the birthday of the steam _loco- 
motive; for on that date, one hundred 
years ago, George Stephenson demonstrated 
that a locomotive engine could, draw a 
train far better than horses could, and 
with complete safety. The steam loco- 
motive, then, is of comparatively recent 
growth, but the steam engine itself is of 
much greater age, and the question fairly 
may be asked: Why were stationary 
engines regularly employed—for pumping 
water out of mines, for instance—a 
hundred years before a locomotive was 
constructed to draw itself and « load? In 
order to answer this question satisfactorily 
one must go back somewhat into the 
history of the steam engine. 

The steam engine, as we know it to-day, 
jay be said to date from about 1650, when 
fhe second Marquis of Worcester invented 
an arrangement for pumping water by 
means of steam. The first envine of this 
sort was built by Thomas Savery (1650- 

716), who took out a patent for it in 
te He fitted up many engines in mines 

r pumping out water, and in. this they 
, seved very successful, if somewhat 
@ vnsive and dangerous. The engines 
convained no cylinder or piston, the force 
of the steam being applied directly to the 
water. Here a great advantage was 
obtained ; for it was not possible at that 
time to bore a perfectly round cylinder 
and fit it with a proper piston. In spite 
of this, the engines were very wasteful, 
as the boilers were merely round vessels 
which could absorb only a small fraction 
of the heat of the fire, and the steam 
pressure used was only about 45lbs. per 
square inch, as compared with 220Ibs. 
per square inch in a modern steam 
engine. 

The reason for the low steam pressure 
is this. If a higher pressure in the 
boiler were’ required, the water in the 
boiler would have te be heated to a 
higher temperature, the effect of which 
would be to melt the solder joining parts 
of the boiler together. A pressure of 
45lbs. per square inch was found, in 
practice, to be the highest that could be 
used without the risk of a boiler 
explosion The safety valve had been 
invented at this time, but, for some un- 
known reason, Savery never used it on his 
engines, with the result that they 
acquired a bad reputation and never en- 
joyed the widespread use which their 
builder had expected. A modern form of 
this engine, known as the Pulsometer 
Steam Pump, is used for pumping water 
in places where conditions are rough, and 
a more fastidious engine could not be 
employed. 


THE ATMOSPHERIC ENGINE. 


The next milestone in the history of the 
steam engine was the invention of the 
Atmospheric Engine by Thomas New- 
comen—an engine of an entirely new type. 
This engine, dating from about 1712, had 
a piston and cylinder, and the idea 
underlying its working was very simple. 
The cviinder was filled with steam when 
the piston was at the end of its stroke; 
the steam was cut off and condensed by 
cooling: a vacuum was caused in the 
cylinder, and the atmospheric pressure 
then drove the piston down the cylinder 
with considerable force. The oscillating 
piston was placed vertically, and was 
connected to one end of a horizontal beam, 
to the other end of which the pump was 
attached for raising the water, and the 
bean, was arranged to rock about its 
centre. As a high steam pressure was not 
required for this engine—about 10lbs. per 
square inch—there was less danger of 
boiler explosions, and it was adopted in 
all the mining districts. It was even used 
for the drainage of wet lands and the 
supply of water to towns. It was a very 
wasteful engine, partly owing to the 
difficulties encountered in making the 
parts mechanically prefect, and also 
because heat was wasted in it in a way 
that was left for the genius of Watt to 
discover. 

Watt's contribution to the perfection of 
the steam engine is so well known that 
there is no necessity to repeat it here. It 
will be sufficient to say that he located 
the places where heat was being wasted 
and cut down the loss to a minimum. He 
transformed Newcomen’s engine, in which 
the push was applied by the atmosphere, 
into one in which the force of the steam 
was used on both sides of the piston 
alternately, and in a more economical 
way, by taking advantage of the expansive 
force of the steam. He left the steam 
engine a safe, dependable and cheap 
source of power, having al] the essentials 
of the modern engine. This was in spite 
of the mechanical engineering difficulties 
—bhe once congratulated himself that one 
of his cylinders was only three-eighths of 
an inch from being perfectly cylindrical. 
These defects limited boiler pressures and 
allowed leaks, so that, in order to pro- 
duce an engine whose power was 
comensurate with its size and fuel 
consumption. it was necessary to use every 
device tending to improve its efficiency. 


STRONGER THAN THE HORSE. 


_ When engineers turned their attention 
to the steam locomotive they were handi- 
capped at once by the fact that, the more 
they put in the engine, the bigger it wonld 
be and the more it would have to. pull. 
Consequently, Watt's stationary engines 
could not be placed on wheels straight- 
away. The condenser, which occupied a 
large space was not included; hence the 
efficiency of the locomotive engine was 
reduced considerably, with the result that, 
in order to get the locomotive to draw 
itself, it had to be very big and had to 
consume a lot of fuel. In some places 
trucks were hauled on railroads by ropes 
pulled by stationary steam engines, as 
these cost less and were more economical 
in use. We expect, then, to find some 
time elapsing before any measure of 
Success was obtained in the construction 
of these “steam-carriages,”’ as they were 
called, because their development had to 
depend on the progress in mechanical 

ng. This is borne out by the 
facts. The first steam-carriage was built 
by a French Army officer, Cugnot, in 1769, 
but it was not till 1829. sixty years after- 
wards—that the definite superiority of 
the steam locomotive over horses was 
demonstrated. 

During the first thirty years of the 
nineteenth century we find many engineers 
building steam-carriages, some for rail- 
roads and others for the ordinary road, 
and meeting with varying degrees of suc- 
cess. The new method of transportation 
met with bitter hostility from all who had 
interests in the old lines of coaches, and 
public opinion seemed to be divided on the 
popularity of the new methods. George 
Stephenson, in 1824, succeeded in 
demonstrating the value of some of his 
engines and secured steam as the motive 
power on the Stockton and Darlington 
railroad. i 


THE FIRST RAILWAY. 
This undertaking was a 


somewhat 


private concern, engaged in goods traffic, 
nnd..go escaped much of the limelight 
which was afterwards turned on some of 
Stephenson's undertakings. His name 
will be for ever connected with the 
building of the Liverpool and Manchester 
Railway. He built part of the line over 
a swamp occupying an area of twelve 
square miles, by the simple eapedient of 
laying the rails on a floating embankment, 
which proved highly successful and very 
economical when judged by the estimates 
of other engineers. When the question of 
motive power came up for discussion, and 
Stephenson urged the claims of the steam 
locomotive, he found almost the whole 
board of directors in opposition to him. 
Twe professional engineers, on being 
consulted, recommendéd haulage by 
stationary steam engines over definite 
stages of the track; but Stephengon’s 
protests against this system eventually 
wore the directors down, and they 
resolved ‘‘to give the travelling engine 
a chance.” They offered a prize of £500 
for the best locomotive which should fulfil 
certain conditions of performance ‘laid 
down by them. 

These conditions were not light. The 
engine had to draw three tons weight 
for every ton in the engine at a speed of 
ten miles per hour steadily, with a steam 
pressure not exceeding 50lbs. per square 
inch. The total height of the engine was 
limited to fifteen feet and its price to 
£550. Four engines were finally 
entered for the trial at Rainhill on the 
6th October, 1829. Two were disqualified 
at once, as they did not conform to the 
conditions, and then there were left the 
“ Novelty,” built by Braithwaite and 
Ericsson, and the “ Rocket’’ by Stephen- 
son. 
at a speed of nearly thirty miles per 
hour, but its blowing apparatus failed, 
and the ‘ Rocket’’ was left alone. 
Subsequent trials demonstrated that it 
would do all that the directors had 
demanded of it; it attained a speed of 
thirty miles per hour while drawing 
thirteen tons of freight (its weight was 
four and a half tons). 


TWENTY MILES AN HOUR. 


This performance astounded the critics, 
and the railroad was at once equipped 
with locomotives built by Stephenson. 
The line was formally opened on the 15th 
September, 1830, which proved to be a 
notable occasion. Visitors came from all 
over England, from the Continent and 
even from America. The seven loco- 
motives carried six hundred passengers 
in a large number of carriages at a 
speed of about twenty miles ver hour. A 
sad accident marred the day when the 
train stopped at Parkside for water. Mr. 
Huskisson, M.P. for Liverpool, was 
knocked down while. standing on the 
track and had his leg crushed so badly 
that he died later in the evening. 
Stephenson, on hearing of tne accident, 
had him placed in one of his engines and 
drove fifteen miles in twenty-five minutes 
to get him to medical attention as soon as 
possible. The news of the accident, and 
Stephenson’s feat in rushing the injured 
man away so quickly, spread like wild- 
fire and proved to be a wonderful adver-

tisement for the locomotive engine. The 
adoption of the system was secure. 

Stephenson’s success was due to many 
causes. He was undoubtedly a man of 
genius, which manifested itself in many 
directions. He had studied steam engines 
thoroughly and had spent most of his life 
among them. He came on the scene at 
the right time , when Watt had perfected 
the stationary engine. He had great 
mechanical talent -and was a skilful 
mechanical engineer, and, having con- 
vinced himself by a careful series of 
experiments of the impossibility of 
putting steam locomotives on po Tis 
roads with any degree of success, he was 
able to devote his time and attention te 
Failroads and rail-engines. He opened a 
works for the construction of locomotives 
at Newcastle in 1824, which became a 
famous establishment, and he gradually 
surrendered control of his business to his 
son, Robert, who succeeded him. 


A MODEL EMPLOYER. 


George Stephenson died in 1848, at the 

age of sixty-six, beloved and honoured by 
all men. The nobility and simplicity ot 
his character are seen in the system of 
education and _ protection which he 
devised for his working people at his 
colliery. Every employé contributed a 
small sum ularly; much more was 
added by he As, and this money. pro- 
vided education for the children, a 
benevolent fund, medical attention and a 
library and _  reading-room. He also 
fostered. social activities among his 
workers, and built a church, ‘school and 
public hall for them. 
Since Stephenson’s time the history of 
the steam locomotive is one of progressive 
development, aided by the wonderful 
advances in mechanical engineering. We 
now make locomotives capable of drawing 
thousands » tons at speeds of forty miles 
per hour, and smaller loads at speeds up 
to eighty miles per hour, and we are 
beginning to complain that the per- 
formance is not all that we desire. The 
absence of the condenser from the loco- 
motive reduces its efficiency to about five 
per cent., while internal combustion 
engines, which cannot be used on rail- 
roads (since they are not sufficiently 
flexible), can have efficiencies of twenty- 
five or thirty per cent. An experiment 
which is being watched with interest by 
railway engineers is the Kitson-Still 
locomotive, which contains both a steam 
engine and a Diesel engine burning heavy 
oil. The presence of the steam gives the 
locomotive the required flexibility, and the 
oil engine makes for cheaper running. It 
seems that it will be along such lines as 
these that the railway locomotive will 
develop, unless the difficulties in the way 
E res the railways ‘are solved 
rst.

A Subtle Charm. 


What is the subtle charm of Tchehov? 
It is impossible to analyse; but the fact 
remains that those who have read him 
with sympathy remain linked to him for 
ever. 

Mr. Middleton Murry, in an effort at 
_cxplanation, tells the story of the carly 
Christian who, when asked by a Roman 
magistrate how he conid believe in such a 
simple religion, replied that the secret 
of his faith was the “mystery of sim- 
plicity.’"’ ‘That Latin phrase, mysfertum 
simplicitatis, My, Murry thinks, is the 
word which best describes the work of 
Tchehov as a whole. The consunptive 
Russian doctor who died in Berlin t wenty- 
five years ago at the age of forty-four 
would have been amused if greatness had 
been. attributed to him. He has not the 
lofty literary stature of Shakespeare or 
Tolstoi, yet no more human writer ever 
lifted a pen. The Tales of Tchehov are 
short, sometimes fragmentary, and always 
extremely unsatisfying to those who seck 
for a story or plot, but they are teeming 
with wisdom and an uncanny knowledge 
of human nature. He is no cold and 
detached observer of humanity; rather do 
we feel that he writes out of the heart of 
the situation itsclf. His letters to Olga 
Knipper, the actress whom he married, 
are playful and whimsical even at times 
when his bodilv suffering must have been 
severe. The tale of “ Kashtanka,”’ the 
dog, is an example of the extrrordinary 
insight of this tentle and‘ lovable writer 
who now belongs, not to Russia alone, but 
to the world. 


Bread and Cheese. 


A friend of mine has just returned from 
a few days’ motor cycle tour fuil of 
enthusiasm for the beauties of Ireland in 
ber, but with a decided grievance 
inst Irish hotel-keepers, who scem, je 
says, deliberately to discourage the late 
tourist. My friend writes:—‘At this 
time of the vear, when the days are cettin 
short, the wise tourist is reluctant to óm. 
an hour of daylight over a full lunch 
(often doubtfully cooked) in a hotel. and 
prefers to get a light snack at mid-day 
and wait till the day’s run is ended for a 
good meal. | 
‘* Bread and cheese and beer are obviously 
the right thing, but many of our hotel- 
keepers seem never to have heard of such 
a plebeian repnst. A Jew days ago two of 
us dropped. into a hotel about fifty miles 
from Dublin We cot beer easily enouch 
in the bar, but bread and vheese presented 
extraordinary difficulties. First we were 
referred to the dining-room ; but we were 
quite comfortable where we were, and we 
could not very well sit down to an 
elaborate table in motor-cycling kit. Then 
we were asked, did we mean cheese sand- 
wiches? I explained that we wanted: a 
couple of good slices of plain bread and 
some cheese. Then we waited—and kept 
on waiting. After we had waited an 
inordinate time we were served, cere- 
moniously by a waiter, with two cheese 
sandwiches, made of the smaljlest and 
thinnest slices of bread conceivable and 
with Just enough cheese to give them a 
delicate flavour. For this trivia] quantity 
of food we were charged one shilling and 
twopence. Sevenpence for a sandwich that 
would hardly make a decent mouthful! 
I had always regarded this hotel as quite 
a good ona, but after this experience I 
shall take care never to go there again 
for anything.” 


And Bacon and Eggs. 


My friend’s troubles did not end with 
lunch. He continues:—‘‘It is easier to 
get an evening meal—but it is always the 
same meal, This is a faithful account of 
a conversation repeated day after day at 
the small hotels in little towns where we 
ended the dav’s run. ‘Good eveninz! 
Could you give us a room for the night 
and let us have something to eat?’ 
‘Certainly’ What would vou like? 
“What can you give us?’ ‘Bacon and 
eggs.” ‘Anything else?’ ‘No.’ ‘Then 
we'll have bacon and eggs, please.’ And 
bacon and eggs it was—an excellent dish, 
but one can have too much of it, especially 
when breakfast next morning also menns 
bacon and eggs. When one has finished 
the bacon and eges—trving net to think 
of the tasty, nourishing meal one could 
have got at short notice in France—one is 
left severely alone. It never seems to 
occur te mine host or hostess that a visitor 
might like to be told where would be the 
best place for a short stroll, or be handed 
& paper to read, or be offered cards, 
draughts, chess or dominoes for a game

Ghe Sculptor of O'Connell. 


A reverend friend remarked to me yes- 
terday that a word ought to be said 
during 1929 for the memory of Foley, the 
sculptor of the O’Connell memorial in the 
centre of Dublin. The leading English 
newspapers have seen much correspondence 
lately concerning equestrian statues, and 
writers have mentioned many examples 
which, as they consider, show the proposed 
statue to Earl Haig at a disadvantage. 

None of these writers, my reverend 
friend observed, called to mind Foley’s 
masterpiece of equestrian sculpture, the 
Gough memorial in Phenix Park. 
Foley’s conception of the horse in sculpture 
was a fine example of the vigorous 
naturalistic school, worthy of an artist 
who sprang from the horse-loving Irish 
race; and it contrasted sharply with the 
Roman style in equestrian sculpture. 

Another notable piece of Foley’s work 
is seen in the statue of the Prince Consort 
in Kensington Gardens. When he was at 
work on the Albert Memorial he met his 
death by taking a chill. 


University Scholarships. 


Can a man whose income is only £200 
per annum afford to send his sons to a 
university in Ireland? 
Council believes that he can, and that 
such a man should not attempt to secure 
the advantages of the County Scholar- 
ship schemes for his children, and it would 
appear that one boy whose father earned 
only £3 10s. Od. per week was debarred 
from taking advantage of the scholarship 
which his talents had won. 

I wonder how it is expected that a man 
with such low income should be believed 
capable of maintaining his son at one of 
our universitics. On the face of it £200 
per annum is little enough to maintain 
a family with only one son, and if there 
be more children the amount is in- 
sufficient to provide that standard of 
‘frugal comfort ” which Pope Leo XIII. 
postulated, and anything spent on higher 
education could only be by sacrificing 
some of the necessities of life, and the 
more ordinary comforts. 

Why, £200 per annum would be little 
enough upon which to mairtain oneself at 
the university in anything like comfortable 
surroundings; and if the surroundings be 
uncomfortable, consistent study is out 
of the question. In England this 
standard of £200 per annum as the basis 
for the award of university scholarships 
would be scoffed at, and in. Scotland 
assistance is so lavish that university 
authorities believe that undesirable 
students come to the classrooms. In the 
United States the students work for some 
part of the year to earn their fees and 
maintenance, but in Ireland thi: is not 
the practice. On the whole, it would 
seem that the Cork County Council] has 
fixed its standard of income much too low, 
and that by such arbitrary fixation many 
students will be deprived cf :cholarships 
to which they are in justice «ntitled.

War Books—Old and New. 


Books and plays about the war have 
now become so popular that 1 am some- 
what surprised that one or two of the 
older war books are not thought worthy 
of re-publication. Quite a few of the 
books about the war which were published 
soon after the armistice are as grimly 

revealing as “All 
Quiet on the Western 
Front,” or ‘“‘ The 
Case of Sergeant 
Grisha.’’ There were 
one or two war 
diaries:which did not 
lack candour, and at 
least one of Patrick 
MacGill’s books was 
‘rim enough to 
atisfy the seeker 
‘fter thrills. 
Books like “ Under 
Piece ene 
Duhamel’s “ Civilisa- 
Ericu Remarqvue. tion,” had a great 
vogue a few years 
ago, but, probably because it was issued 
too soon, one of the most terrible of war 
books was whaccountably overlooked. This 
was “Men in Battle,” writen by a 
Hungarian named Andreas Latzko,. and 
published by Messrs. Cassell and Company 
in an English translation in 1918. In no 
other book have I been made so aware of 
the horrors of war as I was by Latzko’s 
very grim use of the phrase ‘‘ man salad,” 
and T doubt if any other writer has so 
vividly pictured these horrors as Latzko 
did in his chapter entitled, ' My 
Comrade.’’ “ Men in Battle’’ might be 
popular now. 

Another war book which might achieve 
popularity to-day, but did not at the 
date of publication, is Sir Philip Gibbs's 
‘Realities of War,” called in America, 
more sionificantly, ‘‘ And Now It Can Be 
Told.’’ This book was published in 1920, 
but evidently the time had not yet come 
for revelations of the actualities of war, 
and the. public did not take it kindly, 
But it is a book that will hear re-reading 
to-day, and bear comparison with the 
most popular of German war novels. 


Mush rooms. 


Is the taste f.r mushrooms passing? |! 
have not seen them much for sale this 
year, nor do they appear with any 
frequency on the bills of fare. Yet, they 
are delicious eating.* I have often, when 
in the country, risen and made my way 
across the land, through the tifting mists 
of early autumn, to cull them, and have 
eaten them in their freshness for break- 
fast. fried with bacon; but I think that 
their best flavour is to be got i” you place 
them gingerly on the glowing turf embers 
and roast them; their bow! yathers the 
succulent juice, and you have a royal 
morsel. That is the way the country 
children eat those that they have found on 
their way home from school across the 
fields, and the way I first tasted them. 
We have not many varieties, and they are 
readily discernable from the venomous 
toadstool and other dangerous fungi. 
France has many kinds, not all equally 
pleasant to the palate. and the children 
in the country schools are taucht to 
distinvuish them, for they enter largely 
into the French menage, being nutritious 
and practically costless. There are, of 
course, expensive varieties, cultivated to 
unusual richness, or out of their due time, 
in carefully tended beds laid out in 
subterranean cellars. Such can be sold at 
high profit. I have seen seed for sale in 
small Dublin shops; but I have never 
come across anyone who has tried to raise 
them here commercially. 


Horse Chestnuts. 


I am constantly being reminded that 
the ‘‘conker’’ season is now in full 
swing. The local horse-chestnut trees are 
steadily being stripped of their fruit by 
small boys, who, by simply throwing 


sticks and stones at them, bring the nuts. 


rattling to the ground. When I was a 
boy at school the game of “ conkers’’ was 
always popular during the Christmas 
term. The unwriten law of the game was 
that you had to be ever ready to defend 
your “‘champion.”” At any moment you 
might be accosted by a boy dangling a nut 
at the end cf a pieca of twine, at the 
same time reciting the jargon: “ Hic, hac, 
first crack!’’ which entitled him to the 
first blow. So you held up your " conker’’ 
while he had a “‘smack”’ at it with his, 
then it was your turn to hit his ‘‘ cham- 
pion,”’ and so on, alternatlv, until one 
or the other became split and éventuallv 
knocked off the string. The winning nut 
had the victories of the loser added to its 
own; for instance, if the survivor of the 
battle, a ‘‘conqueror’’ of six, beat a nut 
with five victories to its vredit, the former 
would be “ conqueror’’ of eleven. 


Union Sportive Quillanaise. 


The recent suspension on a charge of 
professionalism of the Union Sportive 
Quillanaise is another of those unfortunate 
incidents that have prevented French 
Rugby from attaining its long-deferred 
success. It seems that the club wil] be 
reinstated at a coming meeting of the 
Fédération Francaise de Rugby. Indeed, 
the whole pother is the result of hasty 
action by the Comité de Languedoc, in 
whose jurisdiction Quillan is situated. 
The fact that several of the players are 
employed by a large shop, and that the 
shop has obtained much custom owing to 
its possession of such distinguished 
assistants, has raised this hare. Such 
methods of reviining famous players in a 
town are not unknown in other coutries. 
The Union Sportive Quillanaise is 
France’s champion club, and last year 
trovided two of her best international 
forwards in A, Ribéyre and J. Gallia. Tt 
is to be honed that no other domestic crises 
will affect the performance of French 
international fifteens this year.

Cork Workers’ Position : Waterford’s Industrial ang 


“Historical Exhibition : The Two Cork Chambers 
of Commerce : Importation of German Oats. 


FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

The people of Cork Lave special interest 
in Mr. Henry Ford's An gree that the 
International Labour ce should under- 
take an inquiry into the purchasing power 
of wages in a certain number of European 
cities. The object of this investigation is 
to provide an equivalent standard of living 
to that of the Ford employés in Detroit, 
but it is not known whether living con- 
ditions in the Irish Free State will be 
considered or not. If this country were 
included, would the result mean a reduc- 
tion in the scale of wages paid to the 
Ford employés in Cork? 

This is the question which is naturally 
uppermost in the minds of the citizens 
since the discussion at Geneva on last 
Friday. Mr. K. L. Clarke, managing 
director of the Ford Works here, was not 
in a position to make any statement on 
the matter when I met him yesterday, but 
it may be recalled that during a recent 
visit to Cork Mr. C. E. Sorenson, one of 
the firm’s principals in America, declared 
that their policy was to pay the same 
rates in Cork as were operating in Detroit. 
I have been informed that there are 
some slight differences between the two 
scales, but as these are not in proportion 
to the difference in the cost of living in 
the two cities, it is not yet known what 
the result may be. 

On the other hand, Mr. Henry Ford 
recently expressed his high opinion of the 
work executed at the Marina factory, and 
it is stated that not only is the output 
at Cork proportionately greater since the 
transference of the entire tractor manu- 
facturing plant from America, but over- 
head costs have been reduced. 


THE CHAMBERS OF COVMERCE. 


Despite the widespread desire on the 
part of the leading members cf both bodies, 
little advance has been made towards the 
amalgamation of the two Chambers of 
Commerce in Cork. At the recent meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce and Ship- 
ping, a report was received from the sub- 
committee appointed to consider the sug- 
gestion of a joint meeting in the place of 
the separate Councils that are now held 
by the two Chambers. It was pointed out 
that the adoption of such a course would 
not bring unity any nearer, but the two 
Chambers could’ co-operate as heretofore 
when any important question arises. 

Through the joint action on the part 
of a large section of the husiness com- 
munity, the city has benefited in many 
directions in the past. It is obvious, how- 
ever, that one of the earliest steps towards 
amalgamation is the liquidation of the 
Trust (Cork Chamber of Commerce). But 
such a course is fraught with difficulties 
owing to the water-tight character of the 
Charters. In pointing out these facts, 
the sub-committee urged the examination 
of the possibility of separating the read- 
ing rooms and the Chamber of Commerce 
at Patrick <‘reet. It is contended that if 
this were found possible under the Trust 
bud , the way to unity would be made 
clear, 


GERMAN CATS IMPORTS, 


In view of reports of the dumping of 
German oats in the Irish Free State, it is 
interesting to note that during the last 
two months —_ twelve tons have been 
imported through the Cork port. This is 
a contradiction of the recent statement 
that two cargoes of German oats were dis- 
charged here during Augurt last. Despite 
the reassuring nature of this report from 
the General Manager of the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners, it must be admitted that 
the Irish farmers have just cause for 
anxiety; for, as was pointed out by Mr. 
R. 8. Anthony, T.D., they are only re- 
ceiving 5s. 3d. per barrel for oats at a period 
of the year when twice that price is 
normally paid. 

Mr. C. C. Mercier, one of the Com. 
missioners, who is actively interested in 
the milling industry in the South of 


Ireland, explained the position in regard 
to the exportation of oats from Germany. 


He said that he understood that #, 
Government of that country had inty, 
duced legislation which placed the farmer 
or exporter of produce in a preferentia 
position. It was this condition tha 
operated against the Irish farmers, result, 
ing in a fall in prices here. 


WATERFORD EXHIBITION. 


Apart altogether from the industri, 
nature of the forthcoming exhibition aí 
Waterford, added interest will be lent yy 
a large collection of relics which hay 
been placed at the disposal of the com, 
mittee by Mr. C. Downey, Lansdowne 
Limerick. Not only are there interesting 
souvenirs of shipping activities and th 
trade and commerce of Waterford in th 
early days of the last century, but there jy 
in addition a copy of the Charter of th 
city of 1752 printed in English and Latiy 
with the inscription: ' Presented with 
Profound respect by the Corporation of th. 
City of Waterford to his most Gracious 
Majesty King George IV.” There ar 
bank notes of different denomination 
issued by Waterford banks, together with 
specimens cá leather money, used by 
Malcolmson Brothers at their Portlay 
factory. | 

Special arrangements are being 
for the display of this collection, and i: 
is to be hoped that Mr. Downey s lead w: 
be followed by many others who posses 
relics or articles of Waterford interest 
which will assist in making this a special 
department of the exhibition. I uncer. 
stand that the President of the Chamber 
of Commerce or the Mayor of Waterford 
will be glad to receive offers in connection 
with this section. 

It is unfortunate that the space at the 
disposal of the committee has proved 
unequal to the demands, and many app. 
caticns have had to be refused. i: 
available inch of space at the Town Hal 
has been pressed into service, however, and 
visitors will have an invaluable oppor- 
tunity of seeing arrayed in an attractive 
manner the products and industries of the 
city. The event should prove a decided 
success, and will give a much-needed fillip 
to the trade of the city. 


COMBATIING DISEASE. 


Drawing attention to the importance oí 
the immunisation campaign, which is now 
being carried out successtuily, Dr. J. ¢ 
Saunders, the Medical Officer of Healt) 
for Cork, in his latest report, states that 
diphtheria continues to be the principa 
factor in the rate of incidence of th: 
infectious diseases in the city. The total 
number of cases dealt with during |! 
past month under the scheme recent 
inaugurated was 568, of whom 437 
children have completed the treatment, 
receiving the full number of protective 
inoculations. In additior. to these, thirty 
children were found to be immune under 
the Schick test. 

Commenting on the success of the scheme 
and unhesitatingly recommending _ the 
method as a sure protective against 
diphtheria, Dr. Saunders states that, ' 
view of the total number dealt with, the 
number of defaulters was surprising!’ 
smal], and these might be ascri to lack 
of parental control or interest. The actus 
position was, in fact, that out of 47 
children who had completed the treatment 
only oné had developed diphtheria, 
that a considerable time before the 
immunity had had time to peta " He 
therefore, urged parents to consult the 
own doctors if they wished to have their 
children protected before the onset of the 
dangerous period during the winter 
months. 

Another interesting 
Dr. Saunders’s report was that the 
infantile mortality in Cork during the 
month under review was the lowest of five 
county boroughs in Ireland, being fifty 
seven per one thousand live births 
Limerick had the unenviable distinctio 
of the highest rate of 134. Belfast and 
Tublin being equal at 85, with Waterfor 
71.

“THE SKIN GAME.” 


GALSWORTHY PLAY AT. 
THEATRE ROYAL. 


More than once in his novels Mr. Gals 
worthy refers to ‘‘The Pagoda of Caste, ’ 
making it plain that the horizontal strati:- 
cation of Fnglish society is to him a matter 
of more than sociological interest. rom the 
“The Pagoda of Caste” his best plays are 
fashioned, since he finds in class conflict the 
materials for drama. in ' The Skin Game,” 
revived by Madame Kirkwood-Hackett at the 
Theatre Royal last night, the caste feeling 
of the landowning class is shown in deadly 
feud with the caste feeling of the manu- 
facturing class. This patticuler teud probably 
interests Mr. Galsworthy more than any 
other, as he has used it often with great 
dramatic effect. His most recent play was 
based upon it, showing that his mind is pre- 
occupied with the fate of the English land- 
owner and farmer to-day, as it was ten years 
ago, when he wrote “ The Skin Game,” 

This play is not only an exposition of a 
problem in sociology ; it is no less a fine story 
and good drama. As the play proceeds a 
conflict between the dramatist’s realistic 
manner and the requirements of his plot 
develops almost as certainly as the conflict 
between his two families. This technical con- 
flict is won by the plot; so the play is just 
a little too mechanical to be completely con- 
vineing, As in so many of Mr, Galsworthv's 
plays, the thesis calls the tune and the 
characters merely dance to its measure. 
Despite that, “The Skin Game” is theatri. 
cally very effective, and no audience could 
fail to be interested in the conflict between 
the Hillcrists and the Hornblowers. That 
this is so is proven by the recent very 
successful revival of the play in Tondon 
where it still rúus, in spite of many transfers 
from one theatre to another.

THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH. TIMES. 
Sim,—Opinions may well differ as to the 

of the Irish Free State standing 
as a candidate for one of fhe ndn-pefmanent 
seats on the Council of the League of Nations 
next year.; but: your article in to-day’s issue, 
entitled “Ireland at Geneva,’’ seems liable 
to give’ rise to misconceptions as to our 
right to stand and justification for so doing. 
With regard to the historical facts, it is not 


for the Council in opposition to Canada. 
Quite the contrary. In the year 1926 Ireland 
stood for the Council, not with any serious 
hope of election, but in order to assert two 
rinciples—first,...that Dominions. of. the 
British Commonwealth -had~a right to Council 
if they could secure election, and, 
second, that the Council members should. be 
chosen by a genuine vote of the Assémbly, 
not through wirepolling ahd previous wnder- 
yrownd ‘“arrangements,”’ as had notoriously 
been the case that year. On that occasion 
Canada did not go forward as a candidate. 
In- the “foHowimu “wear, 1927, Canada wos 
a candidate.» The trish: delegation, far from 
oppesing,-actively.aud strongly supported her 
candidature, and, it was said at the time, 
materially helped to secure her election. 
Thus neither Canada nor any other Dominion 
can find any gtievance in our past actions. 

As to’ the’ future, neither Australia nor 
the Irish Free State; nor any other country, 
‘has a claim or a right to election to the 
Council... Lhat is a matter for next years 
Assembly to decide by a free vote. It is by 
no means certain that any other member of 
the British Commonwealth will, in fact, 
succeed Canada. There were rumours at 
Geneva that at least one other country which 
would receive powerful backing contemplates 
standing. 

Your article implies ‘that Canada secured 
electron’ purely because she stood as a 
Dominion, and would not have been regarded 
as worthy of election on her own merits; but 
countries far less important—Finland, Cuba, 
Salvador, and this year Peru—have already 
been elected to the Council. Canada’s 
success was fairly and well earned by the 
valuable work done in the League by her 
representatives from Mr. Borden downwards, 
and has been justified by results in the 
activities of Mr. Dandurand, her tepresenta 
tive on the Council, especially in regard to 
the very difficult question of munorities. 
With all due respect to Australia, it cannot 
be said that. her delegates have played any- 
thing like so prominent part in the League s 
tivities, nor can she advance a claim to

IRISH MEMORIALS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TITE HIS TIMES. 

Sin,—The Primate spoke of the tremendous 
impression produced on the minds of Pro- 
testants by the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
the dragonnades and the outrages’ and 
tortures throughout Europe, but he said 
nothing of the massacre of the Irish Pro- 
testants in 1641, which had so great an effect 
on the fate of Charles I. Professor Killen’s 
“ Ecclesiastical History of Ireland’’ gives the 
Presbyterian view of it. 

All these months orators have talked as if 
the Penal Laws were rigorously enforced. 
Many other Protestants beside the Duke of 
Ormonde received the rents and paid them 
over to many other Roman Catholics beside 
Mr. Bryan. In the priest-hunting days 
(Father Carrigan’s “History” tells us) a 
Vicar of Aghmacart, who was a Northern, 
induced a fellow-countryman to come South 
and be Parish Priest of Cullahill, so that they 
might still enjoy each others society. This 
Father Traynor's will is given, and shows 
that he had plenty of goods and chattels. He 
was buried in the ruins of Aghmacart, after- 
wards roofed in and made the parish church 
by ‘Bishop ‘Pococke; and the present’ pulpit 


stands over the good man’s grave, the 
preachers therein all unweeting thereof. The 


Church Representative Body might well have 
provided a copy of ather . Carrigan’s 
“History”. for every parish in the diocese. 
In the rebellion of 1916 all the remaining 
copies were Jost when the publishing house 
was burned down. 

It seems that only members of the Irish 
Memorials’ Assotiation know that a vast mass 
of valuable inscriptions perished when Lord 
Walter Fitzgerald's house in Dominick streét 
was-bureed in our last: rebellion. Lord 
Edward's -memory, and Lord Walter's own 
fervent Irishness did not save it.—Yours,

“ Lancashire, if she is to survive; said 
Lord Lloyd, “ has got to face and to 
conquer the most formidable and up-to- 
date competition in Eastern markets.” 
He then indicated that, unless the support 
of the Government was - forthcoming, 
all effort  -would be vain. Nobody 
will quarrel with his statement that 
the British Cotton-Growing Association 
was not growing cotton for other people 
to spin. Herein, along the lines of 
imperial preference, may lie a solution 
of the difficulty. In the old days Lanca- 
shire principally spun American cotton, 
and sold the finished piece goods in the 
East. The arrival in the Sea Island 
districts of the boll-weevil and the growth 
of Eastern spinning diverted attention 
to Indian cotton, particularly for lower 
grades. Indian cotton is of short staple, 
and thus does not spin easily finer counts 
than 20's.’ Nevertheless, the black soil of 
Hindustan is as rich and fertile as any 
that can be found along the banks of the 
Mississippi, and, if the same methods of 
cultivation, picking and ginning were 
adopted, the higher growths — of 
‘‘ Westerns’ almost certainly in a 
years could be raised in staple, 
cleanliness and colour well above the 
standard of American “ Middlings.’’ Thus, 
in view of the cheapness of Indian labour 
and the urfcommon richness of the soil, 
Lancashire could be provided with a 
superior cotton, capable of spinning the 
finest counts, at a price cheaper than that 
at which American spinners can purchase 
their supplies. 

Unfortunately, a serious difficulty exists. 
The Indian ryot walks in the footsteps 
of his forefathers with a pertinacity 
worthy of a nobler cause, Thus cotton in 
Hindustan is grown in the most haphazard 
fashion by various small farmers, Un- 
assisted . nature achieves marvels every 
season,’ but this very abundance is a 
criticism of human supineness. If some 
development were possible. analogous to 
that which created the rubber plantations 
of Malaya from the back gardens of a few 
enthusiasts, and the intensive methods of 
America, even in a smal] degree, could be 
introduced into India, the results would 
be immense. Our knowledge, however, 
of the ryots’ fierce conservatism forbids 
us to be too sanguine, Nevertheless, 
so rich would be the reward that we feel 
that some effort in this direction ought to 
be made. The future of the Lancashire 
cotton trade—and, indeed, that of any. 
great British industry—concerns the whole 
Empire. Lord Lloyd, in the concluding 
sentences of his speech, said that Lanca- 
shire in the past had dissociated herself 
from the other industries of the country 
to a greater extent than is possible to-day. 
He suggested that, in the present nadir of 
her fortunes, she might take the lead in a 
new policy, which would re-establish her 
own prosperity and demonstrate the 
potentialities of imperial liaison. Lord 
Lloyd referrec to the recent development 
of the cotton fields of Iraq and the Sudan. 
In these two countries and in India the 
British Empire possesses the nucleus of 
a supply which could give it almost the 
same hegemony as it enjoys over the rubber 
markets of the world.

A Balkan Dictatorship. 
After a long period of comparative 


‘silence, M. Zhivkovitch, the dictator of 


Yugo-Slavia, has announced that he pro- 
poses to make important changes in the 
administrative machinery of the Triune 
kingdom. The existing thirty-three pro- 
vinces will be replaced by nine “ Banats,”’ 
or counties, which will be governed by 
“ Banus ” appointed by the King. This 
change represents an attempt by M. 
Zhivkovitch to make his dictatorship 
popular with the Croats and Slovenes, 
who accuse him of a desire to keep all. 
power in Serbian hands. When the 
Allies’ victory resulted in the reunion of 
the Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, the 
Southern Slavs, who for so long had 
suffered. under Austrian rule, 
exceedingly, and for the first few years 
the Croats and Slovenes worked eagerly 
with the Serbs in the development of the 
new State. Gradually, however, the policy 
of the Serbian ascendancy began to 
alienate the Croats, Premier after 
Premier ignored the claims of the non- 


rejoiced 


Serb races, and, by the rigid centralisa- 
tion of government in Belgrade, caused the 
greatest discontent in the provinces. All 
the important posts in the Government 
departments were filled by Serbs, to the 
almost complete exclusion of Croats and 
Slovenes. Naturally, this process led to 
all sorts of troubles, and ultimately the 
whole Croatian population revolted. A 
movement in favour of Croatian autonomy 
spread like wildfire. 
by the Serbs, and the two races, so 
recently united, became divided in a bitter 
controversy. The murder of a prominent 
in the Belgrade Parliament 
brought matters to a head. A dictator- 
ship was established under the iron rule 
oí M. Zhivkovitch, and all Yugo-Slavia was 
placed under a ruthless régime. Political 
agitators got extremely short shrift, and 
since last January M. Zhivkoviteh has 
done his best to quell all opposition to his 
rule by the well-tried methods of his kind, 
Apparently, he now has tired of the iron 
fist, and has decided to try to pacify the 
Croats. His success, at least, is highly 
doubtful. M. Zhivkovitch bas changed 
the name of ‘the kingdom, which 
now has become ‘ the Kingdom of Yugo- 
Slavia,”’ instead of “the Kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croats and Slovenes,’” and, by his 
creation of nine Banats; he has given a 
simulacrum of autonomy to the Croats. 
Otherwise he has done nothing to satisfy 
their demands for a greater share in the 
government, and, although there have 
been hints of a return to parliamentary 
institutions, the dictatorship is as strong 
as ever, The internal difficulties of Yugo- 
Slavia are her own affair; but they con- .

cern the rest of Europe, inasmuch as they 
are preventing the restoration of stable 
conditions on the Balkan peninsula. The 
dictatorship may have been necessary last 
January. Obviously it, has outlived its 
usefulness, and Yugo-Slavia will not have 
peace until it has been replaced. by some 
form of democratic .government. 


Summer’s Lease. 

Yesterday all good citizens performed 
the feat that proverbially is impossible— 
| they put back the clock. Summer-time has 
ended, and that ceremony of mechanical 
adjustment convinces the most reluctant 
that the dark months are upon us. The 
summer, as summers now go, was a good 
summer. There was a long drought in the 
latter part of the spring. Gardeners were 
discouraged, but holiday-makers were 
pleased. Summer began with a bright 
May; June flamed; but July was 
wretched. The harvest months opened 
damply, and a heavy storm at the be- 
ginning of Dublin’s Horse Show Week 
threatened the success of Ireland’s great 
social function. Thereafter the year 
resumed its early promise. September was 
surprisingly beautiful. There was a new 
drought, and gardeners complained that 
the successful planting of winter vegetables 
was impossible. The autumn, however, 
was not to close without interruption of 
its sunny calm, It seemed that the 
legendary clerk of the weather office was 
in league with the weather prophets and 
a diligent reader of the newspapers and 
of the calendar. The prophets had fore- 
told an “ Arctic October,” and smartly on 
the opening of October the weather clerk 
sent rain, wind and wintry cold. With a 
clap the bitter season of the year was upon 
us, and for a week we have endured condi- 
tions that would be more timely three 
months hence, ‘To-day floods are reported 
from many parts of the country, with the 
usual accompaniment of injured fields and 
lost live-stock. If this is autumn, what 
will winter be? Citizens were encouraged 
by September’s amenity to be tardy in 
the Suving of winter clothing, but we dare 
to foretell that this week, like last week, 
will see the shops thronged with urgent 
purchasers. 


A Plague of Camels. 


Australia’s plague of rabbits may be 
followed, according to reports, by a plague 
of camels. Until the motor-lorry arrived 
camels were used in great numbers for 
purposes of transport in Northern 
Australia, but now they have been ousted 
by their mechanical rivals, and they have 
been turned loose. Roaming through the 
bush, these cumbrous beasts are multiply- 
ing apace. Tens of thousands of them are 
at large. In one region twelve thousand 
of them are contesting the herbage with 
eighteen thousand sheep. They are said 
to burst their way through netting fences 
with the ease of military ‘‘tanks’’; and 


thus they are working havoc on the 
farmers’ preserves. Shooting drives 


against them may be organised. There is 
something shocking to the imagination in 
the thought of a battue in which the 
victims will be creatures that have been 
serviceable to men in the past. The ex- 
termination oí the lion and the tiger 
seems regrettable, but mecessury. The 
extermination of the camel, the elephant 
or the dog would be another matter. To 
shoot down the friends of man cannot be 
aught but a tragedy. Here is an inexor- 
able result of mechanism. Man’s animal 
servants have become useless ; in Australia 
they have become his foes. The internal 
combustion engine has divorced those who 
were comrades down the ages.

DISARMAMENT. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Sunpay NIcuHr. 

A great amouné of space is occupied in 
the London newspapers by reports of the 
reception given to the Prime Minister in 
New York and Washington, and it is 
generally conceded that he is making good 
progress with his ideals. In diplomatic 
circles the view is that Mr. Macdonald 
will return home in triumph, having 
secured the agreement of President 
Hoover and the United States Cabinet ta 
the naval disarmament plan. No great 
advance in the scheme can be made until 
next year, however; for the necessary five- 
Power Conference cannot meet in London 
until January, and it is still unknown 
whether France, Italy and Japan are 
prepared to give their adhesion to the 
proportional reduction principle. Should 
this principle not meet with acceptance by 
the Powers, the situation will have to he 
reviewed again ; for it is highly improbable 
that the disarmament idea will he 
abandoned now that such remarkable pro- 
gress has been achieved. 


Bolshevist Propaganda. 


It is clear from the statement issued by 
the Foreign Office that Mr. Henderson has 
firmly maintained his attitude as regarcs 
propaganda in negotiating with M. 
Dovgalevsky, and that an undertaking has 
been obtained from the Soviet Government 
that it will abstain from such methods in 
future. The point is interesting, because, 
as far as can be judged, there has been no 
diminution of the attacks upon the 
members of the Labour Government in thie 
Moscow newspapers or suspension of 
propaganda activities in the British 
Empire. It may take some little time, 
perhaps, to put a stop to the campaign 
with its extensive ramifications, but it 
can now be taken that the British Govern. 
ment will insist upon a total cessation of 
the 


the mischievous activities of 
Bolsheviks. The new agreement is to he 


considered by the Cabinet at its weekly 
meeting on Wednesday, when Mr 
Snowden will preside, and it is expecte:| 
that a formal consent will be given to the 
document before its ratification by both 
Houses of Parliament. 


Ambassador to Moscow. 


It is reported that Lieutenant-Com. 
mander Kenworthy has provisionally 
accepted the post of British Ambassador 
to the Soviet Government at Moscow, and, 
consequently, all further speculation is 
unnecessary. I mentioned the other day 
that it had been accepted that Commander 
Kenworthy was ear-marked for the 
position, though there was a suggestion in 
Labour circles that it would go to Mr. 
Buxton. It is understood that the 
appointment followed upon the signing 
of the agreement with Russia, and, once 
that agreement has been accepted by 
Parliament, Commander Kenworthy wil! 
be ready to leave for Moscow. The Com- 
mander was returned for Central Hull as 
a Labour member at the general election 
with a majority of 7,634, so a by-election 
will be necessary. A feature about his 
appointment is that the Soviet Govern- 
ment prefers aristocratic diplomatists, 
and in this Commander Kenworthy will 
meet their views; for he is the son and 


heir of Lord Stralbolgi. 
Germany s Former Colonies. 


Nothing is known in London concerning 
the reports published in Berlin to the 
effect that the question of handing back 
a former German colony is being con- 
sidered by the British Government, and 
no credence is given to the story. ‘The 
territory mentioned is the southern part 
of what was formerly known as German 
East Africa, which is now being developed, 
and is making good progress under British 
administration. During the week-end 
official quarters in Berlin have discredited 
the report, which appears to be a revival 
of suggestions made in Germany some 
time ago that the restitution of a part of 
Germany’s colonial possessions might be 
made a condition of acceptance of repara- 
tion payment plans then under considera- 
tion. 


Mr. Baldwin's Return. 


Mr. Baldwin is expected back in London 
this week on the conclusion of his holiday, 
and will resume consultations with the 
Central Conservative Office and his prin- 
cipal supporters. He is most anxious to 
restore peace and harmony in the ranks 
of his party, and greatly deprecates 
attacks on the headquarters staff. 
Strenuous efforts are to be concentrated 
upon the municipal elections this year, as 
it is recognised that the field may prove 
a fruitful one; for in many places the 
Socialists hold power simply because of 
the inertia existing in the other parties. 
Only a month remains before these elec- 
tions take place, so that there is no time 
to be lost, and it is probable that the 
Conservative leader will issue an appeal 
to his followers to. get to work and avoid 
recriminations. It is almost certain that 
the party will respond to any appeal he 
may make; for the repeated rumours as 
to a general election have had an effect 
Mr. Lloyd George is the latest politician 
to anticipate an early election, and. since 
he dominates the House of Commons. his 
view may not be ignored. 


The Financial Outlook. 


The financial outlook is causing toe 
little concern in Government circles: for 
the demands of the Labour Party for legis 
lation which must involve the expenditure 
of large sums of money are embarrassing 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
revenue returns from April to Octobe: 
were quite satisfactory, but the second 
half of the year is not likely to prove so 
good. The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Is most anxious to avoid the imposition of 
new taxation of any kind; but he will 
have a very difficult position to face. It 
seems that he will have to turn a deaf 
ear to those members of his party who 
are continually urging further forms of 
relief for the working classes, or prepare 
for new taxation on a not inconsiderable 
scale. 


The King’s Winter. 


Nothing has been settled as to where 
the King shall live during the winte: 
months, and it has been suggested that he 
may spend them at Windsor Castle or at 
a place on the South coast. The neigh 
bourhood of Windsor is usually thought 
to be too damp for an invalid, owing to 
the proximity of the river, and once 
again Craigweil House comes into the 
picture. Since the King closed his stay 
there a number of improvements have 
bean made, and the little promenade 
running in front of the house has been 
protected by a stout fence six feet high, 
so that people passing along the beach 
can no longer enter the private grounds. 
On the promenade a number of huts hare 
been erected, so that the rays of the sun 
may be caught at all hours of the day. 
Inside the house there has been a great 
deal of redecoration. All this rather sug- 
gests that the place may be taken for the 
King: but against that it will be recalled 
that there was an intimation early in the 
year that the Court would. not go to 
Bognor again.

OMAGH INUNDATED. 

\tOmagh the position was the worst ever 
expericnced. At 5 p.m. the water, rising 
sudden!vy as torrents swept down from the 
hills. burst over the river bank and inun- 
dated a great portion of the town, flooding 
almost 200 houses. 

The worst was yet to come, and three 
later, so had had the situation 
that almost half the people of the 
town were Imprisoned in the higher floors 
of their houses, with the surging torrents 
of water rushing through their kitchens 
and living reonis. 

The districts of Lisnamallard and 
Campsie were early cut off from the main 
portion of the town, and the evening 
Services im several places of worship last 
night had to be abandoned.

WORST FOR TWENTY 


YEARS. 


PLOPLE IMPRISONED IN 
HOUSES. 


The River Mourne overflowed its banks 
esterday afternoon and caused serious 
damage and distress in and around 
Strabane. 

More than sixty houses have been inun- 
dated, Heavy rains have caused the 
flooding, and many inhabitants remained 
Up all night watching the rising of the 
Waters of the river. 

Threadneedle street was the first strect 
to suffer, About three p.m. the water 
tose over the banks and rushed so quickly 
to the houses that they soon had to be 
‘acated, and the people were desperately 
*hgaged in trying to save their furniture 
and domestic animals, The water swept 
along to Bridge-end, and these was a rush 
Of people to save cows, horses, etc. In less 
than fifteen minutes the flood inundated 
the Bridge street and Urney street houses, 
‘nd their inhabitants had to take refuge 
Mm the upper floors. , 


FOUR FEET OF WATER IN HOUSES. 

The water in the Bridge street houses 
rose to four feet, while it was six feet 
deep in the street. Meanwhile many tons 
or corn were swept from the countryside 
through Strabane. Pigs, and even horses, 
Were carried away by the torrential flood, 
hiked with articles of household furniture.

WORST FOR TWENTY YEARS. 

It is twenty years ago since Strabane 
suffered so severely from floods. On that 
occasion the Mourne 1ose above her banks 
owing to the melting of heavy snows from 
the mountains. <A flood caused by rains 
is not remembered. 

The flooding is far and wide. The Derry 
road is submerged for about four miles 
outside Strabane to a depth of four or 


five feet. Traffic is suspended in many 
directions. 
Small farmers have suffered heavy 


losses in corn. “Bus services to Armagh 
and Derry have been suspended. Foot- 
bridges in many places have been swept 
away, and many cattle were swept into the 
river and carried down in the torrent. 
Doors of houses and shops were burst in 
by the force of the water, and their furni- 
ture and stock rushed out into the stream- 
ing roadways, 

Two babies were born in flooded houses 
yesterday, and they and their mothers 
had to be rescued and removed to safety. 

Last night a force of police took control 
of the streets in Strabane, and controlled 
the increasing crowds of spectators gather- 
ing to see the sights of the flooded town. 


IN EAST TYRONE. 
PASSENGERS RESCUED 
FROM 'BUS. 


_ Enormous damage was done to outstand- 
ing crops in East Tyrone. The low-lying 
districts along the Ballinderry, Blackwater 
and Lough’ Neagh shores are flooded for 
miles, 

King’s Row, Coalisland, was flooded to 
such an extent that it resembled a minia- 
ture lake. A ‘bus was unable to proceed, 
the water rising almost to the windows. 
Passengers were removed by ladders 
placed from the "bus to upstairs windows 
of houses alongside the street, 

The ground floors of the houses were 
flooded to the ceiling. Large quantities of 
furniture were to be seen floating about. 

The Ulster Fire-Clay Works received 
serious damage. Four pipe kilns in burn- 
ing process and fire-boxes were submerged 
and a large quantity of material therein. 

The damage is estimated at several 
hundred pounds. 


FLOODS IN DUN 
GANNON, 


TOWN WITHOUT GAS. 

Heavy rain in Dungannon on Saturday 
night caused extensive damage in the town 
and district. Several residents of Mill- 
town had to leave their homes on account 
ol the floods. 

Messrs. Dickson's weaving factory and 
Messrs. Stephens’ boot factory were in- 
undated. 

The gas works were also flooded, and 
the town was without gas since yesterday 
morning. This caused considerable in- 
convenience. A number of shopkeepers 
relieved the didiculty considerably by pro- 
viding many of the residents with oil 
lamps. 

The County Surveyor and his staff were 
busy yesterday making outlets for the 
water from the low-lying streets. Efforts 
were also made to pump the water from 
the gas works with a view to having a 
supply of gas for the town to-day.

THE FRENCH REFEREE. 

Great interest was taken in M. Muntz’s 
refereeing, and on this point there was 
some cleavage of opinion.

‘* From the statements of witnesses it 
is clear that it was Fassal who staged the 
whole affair in order to attract public 
attention to himself, in order that he 
might then be able to publish sensational 
memoirs. , 

‘The letters written to the newspaper 
Le Matin, which have heen taken 
possession of by ‘the police, have been 
found to be written on paper similar to 
that used by Passal in letters sent to his 
mother. It has also been discovered that 
Passal purchased a _ secondhand type- 
writer, and the peculiar characteristics of 
the type on that machine lead to the con- 
clusion that it was used both by Passal 
and the ‘ Knights of Themis.’ 

‘** Passal also rented a villa near 
Verneuil-sur-Seine, and it was from there 
that he organised all his projects.”’ 


AN ARREST. 

One of the three men stated that it 
was an ex-convict named Boulogne, nick- 
named ‘* The .Tattooed,’’ living at 
Verneuil-sur-Seine, who actually buried 
the pseudo-Marguis. Two inspectors were 
immediately .sent to Verneuil-sur-Seine 
and brought Boulogne back with them to 
police headguarters. 

Boulogne related in a statement to the 
police how Passal came to live in the out- 
skirts of Paris on September 15th and 
invited a friend to help him in working a 
publicity “' stunt.’’ 

Passal, he declared, rented the villa 
“Les Pavots’’ at Verneuil and bought a 
typewriter on which he turned out 
numbers of letters, Certain of these he 
addressed to the lavas Agency between 
September 16th and 29th. Aided by the 
witness, he fashioned the coffin in which 
he was to be buried. 

On September SO0th he got into "the 
coffin and remained there for eight hours 
to test whether he could safely stay in it. 
The next evening he and his accomplices 
made their way to the wood at Verneuil 
carrying spades and the coffin. They 
easily tound the spot that they had 
chasen by following a-trail of whitewash. 

Passal then undressed and entered the 
coffin, which Boulogne screwed down and 
buried, ‘hey spoke to each other through 
the tube for about a quarter of an hour, 
and Lassal said that he was quite all 
right and that things would turn out 
successiully. He told them to despatch 
the letters which he had written to his 
mother and two friends. 

It was then seven o clock in the morn- 
ing, the burial having taken all night, 


NO VOICE FROM THE GRAVE. 

Boulogne returned to Paris and sent off 
the letters. He went back to the wood in 
the evening, but when he tried to speak 
with Passal received no answer. Boulogne 
made. off distracted, believing that Passal 
iad swooned. He went back the next day 
in the éarly hours of the morning and 
though he called many times no answer 
came from Pagsal. 

‘Later he learned what had happened 
from the newspapers, and shut himself up 
im the villa to await events. 

Henri Boulogne, the detained man, ap- 
pears to have convinced the police that he 
was innocent of any murderous designs 
upon the “ Marguis,” whom he merely 
helped in a ruse designed to advertise 
his book of criminal: memories. 

Boulogne is still in custody at’ the dis- 
posal of the examining magistrate, but 
he is’ not likely to be charged with a more 
fearful indictment than ‘* homicide by 1m- 
prudenee,’’ which renders him lable to a 
maximum sentence of two years’ imprison- 
merit and a fine of 600 franes (25). 

A répresentative of the Matin who 
visited Madame Vassal, who is half- 
paralysed, found her overwhelmed with 
grief at her son’s terrible end.

WASHINGTON VISIT. 


PEOPLE WHO WILL BE 
DISAPOINTED. 


— 


In an editorial article on the Prime 
Minister’s visit to the United States, 
The Times of to-day remarks:—To the 
question ‘‘ What ought to be expected of 
Mr. Macdonald’s journey?’’ the answer 
probably is ' Everything and nothing.” 
The people to be disappointed, pleasantly 
or unpleasantly, are those who imagine 
that the Presidént and Prime Minister 
intend in private conclave to settle finally 
their own and the world’s affairs. How 
little substance that hope can have is 
immediately clear on reference to the most 
pressing question of all. Mr. Macdonald 
did not even undertake his visit until the 
purely Anglo-American stage of the naval 
negotiations had reached a definite stage. 
They have apparently been carried by the 
right and regular method of confidential 
diplomacy so far as the two countries can 
carry them for the present. The divergence 
between them was obstructing the whole 
process of disarmament, and that 
divergence has now been narrowed to a 
fine degree. But they have been so far 
from settling in advance the work of the 
International Conference, to which their 
proposals are to be remitted that they 
depend, in the first place, upon the dis- 
closures of needs and policy by other 
Powers to close the gap that remains 
between them. 

All the factors in an agreement were 
not, as could have been expected, and as 
it has turned out, at their disposal. No 
better illustration could be at hand to 
correct any impression that the United 
States and tho British Empire could or 
should move, or, in fact, wish to move, 
jointly in an orbit of their own. The 
ramifications of disarmament which forbid 
it are but one example typical of the 
complexity of their relations with the 
rest of the world. This conception, 
visionary and foolish though it be, is 
capable of some mischief. The Prime 
Minister himself has given several warn- 
ings against it. ‘*‘ We are making no 
alliances with America,” he bluntly told 
an audience before he left, and he has 
repeated the statement since his arrival in 
Washington. 

The whole idea of an Anglo-American 
alliance or’ entente—in the form of a 
special understanding—would be a. re- 
versal of all we know of American history, 
and flagrantly inconsistent with British 
policy since the war.

LEGISLATION IN THE 
DOMINIONS. 


———- Fé — — 
CONFERENCE OF EXPERTS. 


The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
to-day writes:—Lord Passfield, Secretary of 
State for Dominion Affairs and the Colonies, 
will preside at the Conference of the Expert 
Committees on Dominion Legislation and 
Merchant Shipping, which will open at the 
Colonial Office to-morrow. 

Delegates will be present from Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, India 
and the Irish Free State. 

It will be remembered that the appoint- 
ment of these Committees was recommended 
by the last Imperial Conference. The Com- 
mittee on Domimion Legislation will examine 
the existing restrictions, formal or material, 
on such legislation, and the best way of 
carrying out in practice the principle that 
each Dominion should be able to lecislate 
éxtra-territorially in support of internal order 
and good government. 

It will also study the principles embodied 
sor implied in the Colonial Laws Validity Act 
of 1865, and the extent to whic the pro- 
visions of that Act should be repealed, 
‘amended or modified in the light of the rela- 
tions between the members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations as defined in the 
report of the Committee on Inter-[mperial 
Relations, which was adopted by the 
Imnerial Conference of 1925. 

The other Committee will examine the 
Merchant, Shipping Act in the light of the 
changes in the constitutional status of the 
Dominions since this legislation was enacted, 
and in the interests of uniformity of practice, 

It is not known how long the Conference 
will last, but it will be private.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

Brief mention was made here in the course 
of jast week of the vast changes that have 
taken place at Newmarket in the direction 
of making the stands on the Rowley Mile the 
best and most comfortable in England. The 
public are being studied now as they have 
never been studied before there, the idea being 
to attract them in greater numbers to the 

t racecourse in the world. 

There is, however, one thing more, and 
that is, having provided the best accommoda- 
tion possible, to give the public the best 
racing possible. fF this is to be done, the 
programmes at Newmarket will need some 
drastic revision, because the public simply 
will not come, no matter what is done for 
them in the way of cheaper admission and 
more comfortable surroundings, unless the 
racing is worth seeing. 

Before we can have more varied racing it 
will be necessary to do away almost entirely 
with some of the existifg races that are an 
anachronism, and which, whatever useful 
purpose they may have sérved in the days 
when owners raced entirely for their own 
money, are now only a drawback to a pro- 
gramme. 

UNWANTED RACES. 

I réfer & wool to such races as the 
Buckenham Stakes and the Boscawen Stakes, 
both of which are post-produce events, and 
also to those biennials and triennials which 
provide only the poorest sort of sport. 

The Buckenham Stakes last week was 
walked over by Fair Isle, and the Boscawen 
Stakes cnly produced one indifierent anima! 
to oppose Queen of the Nore. There are 
severa min events run for at Newmarket in 
the course of the season, especially at the first 
and Second October Meetings, and the 'y might 
well be swept into the limbo of forgotten 
things. When the new rule, abolishing 
stallion allowances, functians,they will become 
even worse, and Í imagine that in a few 
years’ time the last of them will have been 
run. The Stewards of the Jockey Club have 
been making many breaks with tradition in 
the last few years, and when they make this 
one it will be all to the good, 

There is another relic of other days in the 
various courses on which races are run al 
Newmarket. On the Rowley Mile there are 
no fewer than four wiuning , posts,, the 
furthest out—-where the T.Y.C. finishes— 
being well below the Bushes, and more than a 
quarter of a mile from the stands, The 
Ditch Mile and the Peel Course finish at the 
Bushes, and unless a horse gains a runaway 
victory it is very hard to tell from the 
stands which has won. 

The idea behind having all these different 
winning posis was, of course, a very sound 
one. For instance, there is an uphill finish 
to the last winning post where races run 
over the Rous Course, the Rowley Mile, the 
Cesarewitch Course. the Abingdon Course, and 
across the flat finish; while there is a down- 
hill finish to the post in the dip. 

The T.Y.C, Course ia on a descending 
gradient almost all the way, while there is a 
slight rise, though not as ac ute as that at-the 
end of the Rowley Mile, to the post at the 
Bushes. Thus there are courses to suit every 
sort of horse, and they were admirably con. 
ceived to test the merits of the thoroughbred. 

Personally, I should dislike any change, but 
the public most emphatically do not like 
these distant posts. They will not walk down 
to the Bushes, and they complain bitter: 
which they say 
finish '“in the next parish.’’ 

One thing I fully expect to see before long, 
and that is the abandonment of the last 
winning post, that for the 'T.Y.C., and if no 
more races finish at the Bushes no one would 
be a penny the worse. From the sti ands one 
has a fair view of the races that finish in the 
Dip, and this post might be retained. Having 
gone so far, it is highly probable that the 
Stewards will in due course institute these 
reforms which the public demands. 
BOOKMAKERS’ GRIEVANCES. 

The bookmakers are still resentful about 
being moved to the back of the stands when 
the totalisator is in operation. Indignation 
meetings are being held, and it is likely that 
the Stewards will be asked to receive a 
deputation on the matter. They havo a gricv- 
ance in that from the places in which they 
are being put they will not be able to see the 
racing, Toles they dash from their pitches at 
the “off” and make their way into the 
stands, which would be a matter of some 
difficulty on crowded afternoons, such as those 
on which the Two Thousand Guineas, the 
Cesarewitch and the Cambridgeshire are run. 

A way out of the difficulty would seem to 
be the setting aside of the railed-off portion 
of the stands for them. Under the new con- 
ditions they have to pay a high admission 
fee, and this entitles those ef them who do 
want to watch the racing to some special 
privileges. 

That the Stewards, in consequence of any 
representations that may be made to them, 
will alter the edict forbidding them from 
betting in front of the stands is most un- 
likely. 

It is to be feared that several vendors went 
away from the sales this week a little dis- 
appointed; for, outside. the best lots, the 
demand was not , though the total was 
almost. up to that “of Jast year. The 
good ones sold well, and in a few 
cases realised, I think, more than they would 
have done at Doncaster. The price which 
Mr. Fred. Straker received for his colt by 
Tetratema out of Brack Bune, 8,000 guineas, 
was a record for the October sales, and

equalled the ‘a price at mencpater—that 
obtained by Mr. Peter Fitegeral 
“ IRISH-BRED.'' 

It was amusing to note in the omer’ 
that the only low which were expressly di 
scribed as “ Trish-bred yearlings,’’ and in 
bold type, too, were those offered by Mr. 
Straker, because Mr. Straker is an English- 
man, who lives, and whose family have lived 
for generations, in Northumberland. Mr. 
Straker, however, elects to keep his brood 
mares in Ireland, and when he sells his 
yearlings he boldly Generiives them as “ Irish- 
bred,’’ which is a high compliment from an 
Englishman in Fe en attempts—feeble, it 
is true, and inconclusive—are ong made to 
take away from Ireland the credit of breeding 
any winners at all. Possibly some Irish 
breeders will follow the example set by Mr. 
Straker and label their animals. In England 
nowadays both people and their products all 
have a label of some kind or other, and even 
the breakfast egg and the luncheon chop are 
not regarded as genuine unless they are 
marked ‘‘ British product.”’ : 

The racing of the week at Newmarket did 
not add a great deal to our knowledge of the 
Cesarewitch and the Cambridgeshire. The 
Jockey Club Stakes, however, served to bring 
forward a new candidate for the long race 
in Mr. J. B. Joel’s little-known Son-in-Law 
colt, Friendship, who had no previous form. 
All available prices were taken about him 
immediately after the race, where he finished 
on the heels of the placed horses after having 
run a good race throughout. As Plymouth 
Hoe was just in front of him there seems a 
slight flaw in it all, but Plymouth Hoe may 
have come on a lot since old Servus, Lord 
Derby's ‘‘ lead-work’’ “horse, trounced him 3!

THE CAMBRIDGESHIRE.

: Tt was very unfortunate that the weather 
should have broken down so badly on Satur- 
day afternoon and thus to a great extent mar 
tha success of the concluding meeting of the 
season at Phenix Park. The attendance, of 
course, was seriously affected, which might 
only be expected in view of the drenching 
downpour which set in about two o'clock and 
continued until the third race had been run.

This was Athnowen's third 
consecutive success within three weeks, and 
he should do further useful service for his 
ora, Mr. T. K. Laidlaw, and his trainer, 
Mr. James Daly. 

The La Touche Plate was apps arently looked 
upon in the light of a good thing for South 
Sea Bubble, chan form early in the season 
was smart, and odds were laid on her. She 
flattered for a long way, and accounted for 
everything except Athol, who ran out his 
race the more generously of the two, and now 
registered his third win of the season. Kirk- 
vormac, who finished fourth, is a good-looking 
youngster who, however, is still backward ; 
and if appearances go for anything, Mignoune 
is another that should pay her way. 

Backers met with more than one reverse in 
the course of the day, and not the least 
severe blow was that occasioned by the 
failure of Golden Legend in the Tara Nursery 
Handicap, in which he was carrying a 10tb.

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LIGHT FROM THE 
SHANNON. 
ae 
SUCCESSFUL TEST OF 
LEINSTER LOOP. 


Consumers of electric light in Leinster 
iowns outsides Dublin were doubtless unaware, 
when enjoying a late dinner in a well- 
illuminated room or finding ease and pleasure 
in an armchair with an engrossing book last 
Friday evening, that their source of light was 
as fay away as Ardnacrusha;: yet it was so. 
From 5 o'clock on Friday evening until 7.30 
o'clock on Saturday morning the current came 
through, not the Pigeon House, but Inchicore. 
This was a test, and a successful test, of the 
double transmission line of 110,000 volts, 
known as loop 4, or the Leinster loop, of 
electricity from the Shannon. 

The engineers have been, and are, testing 
the Shannon plant at Ardnacrusha and 
throughout the country. The three generators 
in the power house have been put in motion 
and keep working, and the first test of the 
delivery of light from the Shannon to the 
Free State was made on Friday evening. 
This, however, was only a test. The chief 
engineer to the Free State Government was 
in the transformer station at Inchicore when 
the trial took place, and he and those asso- 
ciated with the work of the Shannon scheme 
were delighted with the results. 

The Leinster loop will continue to receive 
its supply of electricity from the Pigeon 
House, but only temporarily. It is hoped to 
have the power station in Ardnacrusha put 
into commercial this month if the out- 
standing tests prove as successful as that of 
Friday and Saturday, and no one doubts for 
a moment that thev will.

$ | column, thirty feet nigh, upon which is an 

inscription reading: ‘‘ He devoted his life to 
the service of our game throughout the 
e | British Empire.’’ To either side of the 
memorial are oaken gates, which will be re- 
served for the use of Royal visitors. 

Mr. W, T. Pearce, President of the Rugby 
Union, in performing the opening ceremony, 
referred to the world-wide significance of the 
work of the late Sir Rowland Hill and his 
coll es. The keynote of the work in the 
past had been the subordination of trophies 
or prizes to. the game itself. They had built 


Sir Rowland Hill, said Mr. Pearce, was a
